The legal voters of the towD of Rutland are hereby warned 
to meet at the Town Hall, in Rutland, on Tuesday the third day of 
March, A. D. 1891, at nine o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the 
foilowing matters, to wit : 

1. To choose all necessary officers required by law. 

2. To see if the town will vote to Taise money, by tax or other- 
wise, to pay all current expenses and the indebtedness of the town. 

3. To see if the town will vote to accept the provisions of sec- 
tions 382 to 388 of the Revised Laws, and any amendments thereof, 
providing for the payment of all taxes directly to the Town 
Treasurer. 

4. To see at what time the several taxes voted by the town 
shall be payable. 

5. To see what compensation the town will vote to town officers. 

6. To see if the town will vote an appropriation for the support 
of the Rutland Free Library during the ensuing year. 

7. To see if the town will vote a State school tax of ten cents 
on the dollar, to comply with the requirements of law. 

8. To see if the town will vote an appropriation for the proper 
observance of Memorial Day. 

9. To see if the town will vote to raise the highway tax in labor, 
according to the provisions of Act No. 17 of the acts passed in 1890. 

10. To see if the town will instruct the Selectmen to extend Pine 
Btreet under the railroad tracks, southerly towards Forest street. 

11. To see if the town will vote to construct a tunnel under the 
railroads at the “Landon crossing,” and provide means for the con- 
struction thereof. 

12. To see if the town will vote to instruct the Selectmen to 
widen the highway near Landon’s store. 

13. To see if the town will vote to utilize the Memorial Hall, 
establishing a museum of fine arts, together with relics of the war, 
names of the soldiers, and providing for keeping open the same 
every day in the year. 

14. To see if the town will vote to alter and repair the Town Hall 
and provide for the necessary expense thereof. 
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15. To Bee if the town will vote a tax of five cents on the dollar 
for the purpose of building concrete sidewalks outside the limits of 
the Village of Rutland, the first to be built to extend from the 
village limits on West street to the Evergreen Cemetery at Center 
Rutland. 

16. To see if the town will vote to alter the boundaries of any 
school districts in the town, or the limits of any fractional or union 
districts. 

17. To see if the town will vote to provide means, by special tax 
or otherwise, to meet the payment of the State tax. 

18. To choose grand and petit jurors. 

19. To see if the town will vote to exempt the polls of firemen 
from taxation. 

20. To see if the town will instruct the Selectmen to widen the 
extension of Washington street, easterly from East street, so as to 
make the south line thereof continuous with the south line of the 
street westerly thereof. 

21. To see what, if any, measures the town will take in regard 
to the incorporation of the whole or part of the town into a city. 

22. To see if the town will instruct the Selectmen to cut down 
Wales street between Washington street and Strong avenue, so as 
to get rid of the hill. 

23. To see what, if any, exemption from taxation the town will 
vote to grant to manufacturing establishments under the provisions 
of law. 

24. To transact any other necessary and proper business.

Rutland, Vt., Marcli 25, 1891. 

The annual Town Meeting of the Town of Rutland was called 
to order at 9 o’clock a. m., by the Moderator, Hon. Thomas C. 
Robbins. 

The warning was then read by the Clerk, C. B. Mann, 

Two o’clock P. M. the meeting was called to order to act upon 
the articles in the warning. 

Art. 2. — Upon motion of W. H. Smith, voted., a tax of 40 cents 
■on the dollar, to pay current expenses, not including Memorial Hall. 

Art. 3. — Upon motion of Judge Lawrence, article 3 was 
adopted. 

Art. 4. — Upon motion of Edward Dana, voted, that the tax be 
payable August 1st, same as before. 

Art. 5. — Upon motion of T. W. Moloney, voted, that the Se- 
lectmen be paid $100.00 each for their services for the past year. 
Also, upon motion of T. H. Brown, voted to pay the Auditor, who 
has served fo» three years, $50, and the Auditor who served for one 
year, be paid $17.00. 

Art. 6. — Upon motion of Edward L. Temple, voted, that a tax 
of 3 per cent be raised for the support of the Rutland Free Library. 
Mr. Temple also moved that the unexpended balance of the dog fund 
be paid for the support of said Library. Motion was lost. 

Under this article, C. H. Granger moved that the Library rooms 
be kept open some portion of each Sunday afternoon. Seconded and 
carried. 

Art. 7, — Upon motion of G. H. Granger, voted, that we raise a 
State school tax of 10 cents on the dollar. 

Art. 8. — Upon motion of George C. Underhill, voted, to appro- 
priate $100.00 for the proper observance of Memorial Day, 

Art. 9. — Motion made by C. H, Granger that article 9 be dis- 
missed, which motion was lost. 
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Upon motion of G. E. Lawrence article 9 was adopted and that 
highway tat outside the village be paid in labor. 

Art. 10. — Upon motion of Edward Dana that article 10 be left 
with the Selectmen, with power to act. Seconded and carried. 

Motion was then made by T. H. Brown that the last vote taken 
be reconsidered. Seconded and carried. 

The matter was finally settled by adopting a resolution, offered 
by T. H. Browb, as follows : 

That articles 10, 11 and 12 be referred to the Selectmen, with 
instructions to forthwith procure plans and estimates of the actual 
cost, including land damages, of building a tunnel under Forest 
and West streets, and also under railroad at Pine street, and also- 
under the Landon crossing, and also a wooden or iron footbridge 
over Landon’s crossing, and a bridge over the railroad track from 
Washington street westerly ; that a full report of such expense be 
promptly published and distributed, in pamphlet form, and that a 
special town meeting be called on or before July 15th next, at which 
time the town can vote which of any of such works it will order 
done, and that the Selectmen also ascertain and report and publish 
in such pamphlet what portion, if any, the railroad and other cor- 
porations will bear. The following resolution was then offered by 
L. G. Kingsley, and on motion, adopted : 

Resolved, That hereafter the selectmen be instructed to close 
their accounts on or before the first day of February of each year, and 
have their report printed and ready for distribution by the fifteenth 
of February. 

Art. 13. — Upon motion of James J. Fay, was dismissed. 

Art. 14. — Upon motion of James E. Creed, was dismissed. 

Art. 15. — Upon motion of E. C. Tuttle, voted, that article 15 be 
laid on the table. 

Art. 16. — Upon motion of John D. Spellman, that the differ- 
ences in Union District No. 3 be referred to the Selectmen, with 
power to act, and if adopted, that their action be recorded in the 
Town Clerk’s office. 

Art. 17. — Upon motion of F. M. Butler, voted, that we raise a 
tax of 9 cents on the dollar, being one-half of the State tax. 

Upon motion of Dr. C . A . Gale, voted, that article 15 he taken from 
the table, after which the following resolution was offered, and, 
upon motion, voted adopted: That the selectmen he instructed to 
build so much of a concrete sidewalk, beginning at the West street 
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bridge, outside the village limits, and extending westwardly, as can 
be done for 10 per cent of the highway fund, which 10 per cent is 
hereby appropriated for that purpose. 

Art. 19. — Upon motion of C. H. Granger, voted, that the polls 
of the firemen, as reported by the clerks of each company, he 
exempted. 

Art. 20. — Upon motion of J. E. Creed, was dismissed. 

Arts. 21 and 22. — Upon motion was dismissed. ' 

Art. 23. — Upon motion of Frank Pistole, was dismissed. 

Under the head of other necessary and proper business, Hon. T 
W. Moloney moved that the free use of the Town Hall to each of the 
fire companies one night each, and to the following-named organiza- 
tions, except the cost of lighting, heating and cleaning, for the 
times herein stated, viz. Seconded and carried :

The following resolution was then offered by J. E. Creed, and, 
upon motion, adopted : Resolved, That the east room in the rear 
of the Town Hall be granted exclusive to the Kingsley Guard, as 
in years past. 

Upon motion of Edward Dana, voted, that the Selectmen allow 
P. M- Meldon, also the Board of Civil Authority, their bills, or so 
much as the Board think just, occasioned for extra duty on the ap- 
peals from the Listers. 

An amendment was offered by G. N. Eayres, that we strike out 
all that pertains to the Board of Civil Authority. After some dia- 
emssion, the house was divided and amendment was lost. 
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IJpoa motion of Thomas H. Brown the Selectmen were in- 
structed to place guard rails on the approaches to the State street 
bridge. 

Upon motion of F. M. Butler, it was voted that the jurisdiction 
of the Constable be extended to the limits of the State. 

Upon motion of C. H, Granger, voted that the Selectmen put in 
their next report list of all officers and business of this meeting. 

On motion of Edward Dana, voted, that this meeting now ad- 
journ except as to the appointment of Grand and Petit Jurors, High- 
way Surveyors and the counting of the votes.

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Selectmen’s Report. 


To the Taxpayers of the Town of Rutland : 

The following is a summary of the amount of orders (except on 
account of overseer of the poor) drawn during the past year :

TOWN LIQUOR AGENCY. 

This has remained in the charge of James Russell, who holds his 
appointment from the County Commissioner. 

The amount above stated shows the amount of orders drawn in 
payment of liquors purchased. The orders are for a little less than 
the amount of the bills because of a discount of five per cent on most 
liquors, to which the town is entitled when bills are paid. This 
per cent has been claimed, and allowed by the dealers. This de- 
partment of the town, as will appear from the agent’s report, shows 
a profit of $865.77. 


MISCELLANEOUS EXPENSES. 

Under this heading have been brought all orders not otherwise 
reported. 

This class includes three large items. Order 371, $7,400.13, 
was drawn by the selectmen from the general fund to make up the 
deficiency in the school fund, because no State school tax was voted 
the previous year. Order 396, $4,190.65, was the five per cent tax 
required by the Acts of 1890 to be paid to the State treasurer, and 
Order 530, $7,977.72, was to pay the half of the State tax due 
November 1, 1891. The other half will be due and payable, June 
10, 1892. 
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Deducting these large items of taxes paid in accordance with 
State laws, together with the items which were contracted last year 
and appropriations voted at the last meeting, it leaves $1,248.52 as 
the amount of miscellaneous expenses properly chargeable to the 
past year. 

Notice of a County tax, amounting to $228.14, has been re- 
ceived, which is payable June 1, 1892.

Items for services of Board of Civil Authority, and of P. M. 
Meldon, attorney, grew out of the hearings upon the quadrennial 
appraisal, and were paid in accordance with a vote of the town at 
the last meeting. 


THE STALLION INCROYABLK. 

October last, Dr. W. S. Webb of Shelburne Farms proposed 
to send to the selectmen the imported French coach stallion, “ Incroy- 
able,” upon condition that the town authorities should take proper 
care of him, and allow him to be used for a nominal fee of $5, and 
if at any time the town should not want him, then he was to be 
returned to Dr. Webb. The selectmen accepted the offer, and the 
stallion was sent on and has been placed under the care of Mr. E. M. 
Woodruff. The services of the stallion will be available for breed- 
ers in this town at the nominal fee of $5, which it is thought will 
about cover expenses. Application for services should be made 
early to Mr. Woodruff. 


PINE STREET TUNNEL. 

The matter of the extension of Pine street under the railroads 
was acted on at the last meeting, and the selectmen were directed to 
procure estimates, etc. 

Before anything could be done by the selectmen the board. of 
railroad commissioners, which had previously had the matter under 
consideration, took the matter up and took it out of the hands of the 
selectmen. The result was that after several hearings the board 
promulgated the following order : 

“And the Board therefore orders: — That a sub-grade highway 
crossing be made under the track of the Rutland railroad at a point 
in the line of the proposed extension of Pine street, as designated on 
the plan of Messrs. Chappell & Burke, of date June 27, 1891, marked 
“A,” blue prints of which will be furnished to the parties interested ; 
and that said Pine street be extended from its present southerly 
terminus across West street and under said railroad, through said 
undergrade opening to Forest street, substantially as designated for 
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the same on plan and profile of Messrs. Chappell & Burke, of date 
June, 1891, and marked “B” and “C," blue prints of which will 
be furnished the parties interested ; and substantially according to 
the report of said Chappell & Burke, accompanying said plans and 
marked “E.” 

And that the bridge of said railroad oyer said street at said 
crossing be an iron, plate girder bridge, and that the same be made 
and placed substantially as called for in said plans and report. 

And that the alterations above called for be made and com- 
pleted to the acceptance of the board on or before the first day of 
July, A. D 1892. 

And it is further ordered, that the said Central Vermont Rail- 
road Company do the work and furnish the material in the construc- 
tion of said crossing through its road-bed and over said highway, 
including the street through said road-bed, in conformity with the 
requirements of said plans, and that the town of Rutland on its part 
do cause to be laid out, worked and opened for the public travel a 
highway designated on said plan as the Pine street extension, from 
its present southerly terminus to said railroad fill, and from the 
same on the southerly side to Forest street, substantially as called 
for in said plans, all to be done and completed (delays incident to 
litigation with land owners only accepted) by the date last above 
named. 

And as soon as the same is completed to the satisfaction of the 
board and opened for public travel, the said Landon crossing shall 
be abolished and closed as a public highway. 

And the board further orders, that the expense of said bridge 
and sub-grade crossing, including the expense of the sidewalks and 
the highway under the same, shall be apportioned as follows, viz : 

One half of the expense of the same so incurred by said Central 
Vermont Railroad Company to be paid to the said company by the 
town of Rutland upon the completion of the same as aforesaid. 

And in addition thereto the aaid town of Rutland is to pay the 
necessary land damages to the owners of the lands through which 
said road is laid, excepting where it crosses the premises of said 
Railroad Company, where no damages are to be exacted by said 
company of said town, 

And it is further ordered (this order being by consent and 
predicated upon the agreement of the Central Vermont Railroad 
company and the Delaware & Hudson Canal Company, announced 
in open board session at said hearing) that said railroad Companies 
do arrange and adjust between themselves the proportion which 
each of them shall bear of whatever expense should be ordered to 
be borne by said Central Vermont Railroad Company.” 
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Acting under the order the selectmen have laid out the highway 
and have awarded (but not yet paid) land damages as follows :

The cost of the bridge ordered by the railroad commissioners, 
estimated by Chappell & Burke, is $16,298. The experience of the 
selectmen has been that estimates are much less than the actual 
cost. The town must bear one-half of the expense, which, if it does 
not exceed the estimate, will be $8,149, and added to land damages 
makes $14,615.68 to be provided for in addition to other town 
matters. 


LINCOLN BOULEVARD. 

The “Lincoln boulevard” was laid out by a prior Board of 
selectmen. Part of the land damages was paid and part was not. 
This board has paid all the land damages not paid by the former 
board and has opened up the street in part. 

The part of the town through which the boulevard runs has been 
“ boomed,” and all the lots, we are informed, sold, upon the line. 
Several buildings have been erected and there was a great demand 
to open up the street. We decided to open up the street enough to 
make it passable, and to bridge the Tenney Brook, where there was 
to be a large fill. As this is destined to become a thoroughfare it 
seemed best to put in a permanent stone arch over the brook, so that 
in time to come it could be filled up and make a nearly level road. 
We called for estimates and got specifications and asked for bids. 
The estimate of the engineer was less than fifteen hundred dollars, 
but the lowest bid when opened was about $3,200. It was decided 
to reject all bids and have the work done by day’s work, using so 
much of the plans submitted as we thought necessary, but to do a 
permanent job as far as any work was done. The result has shown 
that much money was saved by this method. The arch was built in 
a thorough manner and the culvert was carried up only so far as 
was necessary to cover the arch. The arch extends across the 
entire width of the street, and hereafter when desired the sides can 
be carried up and the parapet wall completed and the road-bed filled 
without any expense in looking after the bridge. The amount 
expended upon the culvert ha3 been, as near as can be ascertained, 
$1,650.70, and the amount expended upon building the road and 
filling in has been $1,413.64. This work was done together and 
to better advantage than if done by independent contractors. All 
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the filling was taken from the line of the road and all the stone 
except the ring stones and cover for the arch came from along the 
line of the road, without expense to the town. The estimate for the 
culvert and the bids submitted for building the same did not include 
any filling or building of the roadway proper. There was a special 
town meeting called and after that meeting was held we had no fur- 
ther work done upon the culvert than was necessary to protect the 
work already done. 

A petition signed by a large number of persons in the north part 
of the town was presented asking for the extension of the boule- 
vard from Field avenue northerly through lands of F. W. Brown 
and others and coming out near Mill Village. We decided to lay 
this out and awarded Brown and others $300, which they were not 
satisfied ' with. The matter was arbitrated before Messrs. W. W. 
Walker, C. M. Winslow and Seueca E. Smith, and after hearing they 
awarded $500. This has been paid. The extension is not yet 
worked. 

An alteration of the boulevard where it passes through the 
Baxter property was made at the request of the land owners so as to 
widen the street and have three parks in the center and the road- 
way passing on each side. No land damages were asked and the 
alteration was made, and when finally completed it will be an 
ornament to the town. 


HEW ROADS AND ALTERATIONS. 

The land damages on account of highways laid out by former 
boards, which were not paid at the beginning of the year but have 
been adjusted and paid by the present board, are as follows : —

No land damages are now unpaid except the land damages for the 
extension of Pine street reported elsewhere. 

Early in the year Mr. W. C. Landon proposed to erect a block 
upon the land on Evelyn street near the railroad crossing, upon all 
the land owned by him. For several years travelers on foot have 
passed over his land, and if he built on all his land it would be very 
inconvenient to pass around the Sharp angle in order to get upon 
Merchants Row. A petition signed by heavy taxpayers was pre- 
sented, asking that a part of the land be appropriated for widening 
the road. This was before the railroad commissioners voted to 
abolish crossing, and if it had to be widened at all it had to be done 
at once. It was thought best to appropriate a triangular piece of 
land for the purpose. Land damages, fixed by the award of George 
Willis, J. j W. Cramton and H. O. Carpenter, were $800. It has 
been paid and the parcel is now part of the street. 

Water street, Burnham avenue, extensions of Washington street, 
of Baxter street, of Williams street, Watkins avenue. Evergreen 
street, Roberts avenue, extensions of Jackson avenue, Pearl street 
and Nichols street have been worked during the past year, and sev- 
eral other highways have been widened. Not for many years past 
has there been so much work done in building and working new 
highways, and the greater part of the expense has been upon streets 
or roads previously- laid out. 

Nichols street was laid out in 1884but only a portion was worked. 
Several abutting land owners have at various times asked for altera- 
tions of the survey, but no two seemed to agree as to what altera- 
tions should be made. Finally an agreement was arrived at and 
the survey altered so as to suit all parties and the general public as 
well, and the street as altered has been opened and worked. 

ALTERATION OF STATE STREET. 

The special session of the legislature held last August, authorized 
the town to appropriate a part of the House of Correction premises 
for the purpose of the highway, sufficient to make the south line of 
State street extension continuous through to the bridge over East 
creek, and avoiding the unsightly and inconvenieut jog. The land 
taken was a little over a rod wide at the west end and running to a 
point near the gateway to the grounds. The act provided that till 
the expense should be borne by the town and the wall replaced as 
before and the trees taken up and set back in a line as before. The 
work was put in charge of R. M. Spaulding, and he did the work in 
connection with building an extension of Cleveland avenue. The 
alteration was made at ike request of a large number of heavy tax- 
payers. The total expense for the alteration of State street and 
building Cleveland avenue extension was about $694.84. 
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SETTLEMENT WITH PROCTOR. 

The selectmen have made a settlement with the selectmen of 
the town of Proctor, of the matters growing out of the payment of 
bills by Eutland for which the original town was liable, and also 
for the completion of Memorial Hall. 

The town of Proctor, by the act of incorporation, should pay a 
certain proportion of these bills and the town of West Rutland a 
certain proportion. Settlement was made with the Proctor select- 
men, and there has been paid into the town treasury of Rutland 
the sum of $3,256.20, being the proportionate share according to the 
act of incorporation. 

Settlement has not as yet been made with the town of West 
Rutland, although it is hoped it can be made before the close of the 
official year. If such settlement should be made it would be too 
late to insert in this report, but due notice will be given in the daily 
papers. 


THE TOWN HALL. 

IJuring the past year the Town Hall has been painted and 
repaired and a number of permanent improvements made about the 
building. The principal thing done has been in the town clerk’s 
office, which for sevelal years has been a damp, inconvenient and 
unhealthy place. The partition between the clerk’s office proper 
and the room called selectmen’s office was taken out and large sliding 
doors placed in position ; the north window was taken out and the 
space enlarged and a new and larger Window put in so as to afford 
more light for the building. The floors have been relaid, the over- 
head ceiled up and the premises thoroughly renovated. 

Included in the gross amount of orders drawn is the expense of 
coal, lighting, janitor and all expenses whatever connected with the 
building. Heretofore the expense of running the hall has not been 
paid by orders of the selectmen, but whatever receipts have been 
collected for the use of the hall have been applied towards expenses 
of janitor, etc., and the balance (if required) paid by order. This 
year, all receipts for use of hall have been paid to the town treasurer 
and all expenses have been paid by orders. While not swelling the 
actual expense, yet this method makes the cost of of maintaining the 
town hall apparently larger than heretofore. The total receipts 
for use of the hall have been $356.20. 

GUIDE BOARDS, 

Guide boards have been erected by former selectmen as 
recommended by the selectmen in their report for the year 1889. 
The guide board at the junction of the West road to Proctor with 
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the road to Center Rutland has been torn off and a new one should 
be erected in its place, and guide boards should be erected at 
“Union Square.” 


SUPPORT OP THE POOR. 


The expense of supporting the poor is shown by the overseer’s 
report, the orders drawn for which are shown in detail elsewhere. 
In addition to these orders there have been drawn for permanent re- 
pairs and improvements upon the farm $889.57. The largest of 
these items is $300 to the Sinead Warming and Ventilating Co. for 
the dry closet system which was put in by a former board. 


Mr. John J. Barrett, on account of sickness, has not been able 
to meet with us for the past four months, and has taken no part in 


this report.

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OVERSEER’S REPORT. 


To the Taxpayers: 

The entire amount of orders drawn by the Selectmen, for the 
support of the poor during- the past year, has been $8,637.84, of 
which amount $4,713.14 has been expended upon the poor outside 
the town farm ; $3,324.70 for support of poor at farm, and $600 for 
the services of the overseer. 

There has been received from sale of produce of farm, pasturing 
and from towns and persons for care, $257.76, and there is due $167, 
which will be collected and paid into the treasury. 

Claims against other towns, reported last year, were sued, but, 
under the decision of the Supreme Court, rendered after the suits 
were begun, such claims were not collectable, and the suits were dis- 
continued. By the law, as now interpreted, a pauper must be sup- 
ported by the town where he happens to be at the time he calls for 
help, no matter how long he has been in town. 

The expenses are a little more than last year on account 
of the lack of work and sickness. The town is growing, and all 
sorts of people come into town, especially those in search of work, 
and when they are out of employment or sick, help is asked from 
the overseer, and he is compelled to relieve them. No aid can be 
got from other towns, and the whole expense is cast upon this town. 
The poor law ought to be changed in this respect. 

I have caused several prosecutions to be instituted against heads 
of families who have refused to support their families, and general, 
ly, as soon as prosecution was commenced, the party was brought to 
time and used his means to support the family. In one case, how 
ever, the party was sent to the House of Correction and is still serv- 
ing his sentence. 

There has been one birth at the town farm, viz. ; “ Charley 

Farmer,” aged seven months at present time. An indictment was 
found by the Grand Jury of the County Court against the supposed 
father for adultery, but he escaped conviction through a defect in 
the indictment.

The only litigation pending against the town at the date of last 
year’s report was : 

Rutland R. R. Go. vs. Town of Rutland . — This was an appeal 
from the laying out of the highway connecting Spruce and Furnace 
streets. 

The commissioners’ report has been filed, and the road located. 
The matteT has been settled and concurred in by all parties with the 
exception of E. A. Morse. One cent damages were awarded Mr. 
Morse, from which award Mr. Morse appealed. The matter will 
probably be adjusted in a short time. 

The following cases brought by the Overseer of the Poor in 
favor of the Town of Rutland were pending, viz. : 

Against the Town of Clarendon to recover for the support of 
Myron Winslow ; against the town of Brandon to recover for the 
support of the Abar and Fitzgerald families, and against the town of 
Poultney to recover for the support of Nehemiah Haskins. 

These cases were discontinued. 

The following actions have been brought against the town since 
the date of the last town report : 

George W. Chaplinvs. the Boardof Selectmen for 1890 and 1891. — 
This action is brought to recover damages which plaintiff 
claims he sustained as a result of the repairing of the highway in 
front of his premises located south of the village, opposite the Fair 
Ground. The case has been referred to W. P. Dillingham of 
Waterbury and E. W. Stoddard of Brattleboro. The case will 
probably be heard early this Spring. 

Bridget Tierney vs. Town of Rutland. 

Patrick Donahue vs. Town of Rutland. 
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These cases are brought by abutting property owners to re- 
cover damages claimed to have been sustained because of the con- 
struction of River street bridge. 

These cases are set for trial at the coming March term of 
County Court. 

The town was cited to appear before the State Railroad Com- 
missioners on the 19th of May, in the matter of the “Landon Grade 
Crossing.” 

The commission ordered the building of the so-called Pine 
street tunnel, which is an extension of Pine street southerly to 
Forest street, with an under-grade highway crossing of the railroad. 

The commission directed that the tunnel be completed by 
July 1, 1892.

You are no doubt aware of the fact that the Hon. Board of Rail- 
Toad Commissioners of the State of Vermont have ordered that a 
sub-grade highway be made under the tracks of the Rutland Rail- 
road in the line of the proposed extension of Pine street across West 
street to Forest street. One-half of the expense of said highway, 
bridge, etc., to be paid by the town of Rutland, and all land dam- 
ages to be paid by said to wn. 
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The estimated expense for the town including the land damages 
is $14,615.68, for which a tax should be voted at your next annual 
meeting. 

We have also examined the vouchers and books of the town 
clerk, in which he is supposed to keep a complete record of all dogs 
registered, and find that from March 1st, 1891, to the present time, he 
has licensed 513 dogs, and received for the same $613, and that he 
has paid to the town treasurer $463, and that his fees for issuing 
licenses are $51, Of the 513 licenses issued, about 125 of them have 
been issued since May 15th, for which only the sum of one dollar each 
has been received. We find that too little attention has been paid 
to the keeping of the records in this matter, and would recommend 
that the town clerk be furnished with a ca-h hook, and that he be 
instructed to make entries therein of all cash received for licenses, 
together with the owner Or keeper’s name, and when said person 
came into possession of the dog, and from whom procured, as under 
the present system it is impossible to tell whether the persons regis.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools. 


To the Town of Rutland : 

It is now three years since a formal report has been madeto the 
town by a Superintendent of Schools having jurisdiction outside of 
the Graded District ; inasmuch as the present law restoring that 
office has been operative only since March last. His duties are to 
supervise the methods and work of teachers, recommend improve- 
ments to prudential committees, issue single permits to teach in case 
of emergency, and to remove teachers for cause ; hut without the 
ordinary appointing power. 

There are ten (10) districts besides the Graded District, (Nos. 1. 
2, 3, 4, 5, 11, 12, 13, 15 and 16, and four fractional ones sending 
pupils to schoolhouses in the towns of Pittsford, Mendon, Clarendon 
and Proctor). Nos. 1 and 3 have two teachers each, and No. 11 
four, these schools doing work more or less graded. The other dis- 
tricts have oue teacher each— in all fifteen. - 

My duties began April 1st, 1891, since which time I have made 
fifty-seven visits to these schools, which considerably more than 
fulfils the requirements of the statute. I have issued but two tem- 
porary permits of one term each, (Districts No. 4 and 12) in cases 
where it was impracticable to proceed otherwise. In all other cases 
the requisite legal certificates, based on examinations, have been 
furnished. Each district has maintained a legal school of the 
requisite number of weeks (24) or more. District No 12 has had two 
terms — the others three. A table is subjoined showing such statis- 
tics as may be interesting and profitable. 

Such suggestions and recommendations as it has been my duty 
to make to prudential committees have met with a courteous recep- 
tion, and in many cases have been complied with. But it is proper 
to say that an increase of alacrity in inaugurating some needed 
reforms would be welcome in some quarters and a decided boon to 
scholars and teachers. A comparatively trifling outlay intelligently 
made often works wonders in improved results, and parsimonious- 
ness is never more out of place than in education. I gratefully 
acknowledge the addition of increased blackboard room in Districts 
1, 3, 11, 13 and 16, and of text-books for the teacher, stationery, dic- 
tionaries, globes and maps in District No. 3. 
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I ana glad to say that all the school buildings (ten in number), 
though poorly ventilated, are well lighted, warmed and protected 
from the weather ; and with a single exception (No. 15), reasonably 
well equipped with modern hard wood desks, having seats which 
raise and lower. No single desks are employed, it is true, but two 
scholars need not habitually be seated at one double desk, where the 
attendance is not relatively greater than in most country districts. 

But in some of the schools (notably Districts No. 2 and 15) the 
seats are so ill suited to the size of the pupils as to cause them great 
discomfort and even torture in being unable to touch the floor with 
their feet and in enforced sitting in cramped positions — a condition 
which those who are responsible for it would not long tolerate in 
their own persons, and which it is rather hard measure to mete out 
to a child. 

In Nos. 13, 12 and 15, the attendance is lamentably small ; in the 
first of these so small (only four scholars enrolled), as in my judgment 
to render the maintenance of a district organization, with the continual 
expense of a separate school house and a separate teacher entirely 
unjustifiable. The few pupils here could almost equally well be 
accommodated by its consolidation with district No. 4 and the 
neighboring fractional district in Pittsford, thus saving much fruit- 
less labor and expense. The same might he said with almost equal 
justice of No. 12, except that its greater distance from neighboring 
districts renders it less easy to consolidate. 

A strong and laudable desire exists in District No. 3 for consoli- 
dation with the Graded District ; a move which, at the proper time, 
with legislative action and the co-operation of the latter district 
will, in my opinion, he productive of better results for all concerned. 
The interests of this locality are too nearly allied to those of the 
village to be much longer deprived of the benefits of the homo- 
geneous graded system. 

I have been much gratified at the cordiality with which com- 
mittees have welcomed my requests for a visiting day each term, 
which teachers may spend without loss of time in observing the 
methods of other schools. This is always and everywhere a most 
wholesome and beneficial practice and produces excellent fruits. 
The best teacher and the best system can always learn from the 
practice and devices of others, if only to avoid what is prejudicial. 
Every school in town, with one exception, (No. 2), has derived 
benefit from the exercise of this privilege. The graded teachers in 
the village have been most kind and helpful in sharing the benefits 
of their experience with the outside schools, and considerable time 
has been spent by me in arranging for such visits and interviews to 
the best advantage of the visiting teachers. 

As before stated, work more or less graded is done (and improve- 
ment in this respect has been made during the past year) in the 
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schools under the eight teachers employed at Centre Rutland, the Fair 
Grounds and at North street. In the others it is next to impossible 
to accomplish much in this direction, owing to smallness of numbers 
and diversity in age ; and yet there has been some consolidation in 
classes even here. An important and valuable addition to the curri- 
culum has been made in the Centre Rutland schools by the introduc- 
tion of vocal music during the fall and winter terms under the 
capable direction of Miss Mary A. Phinney of the graded schools. 
This is emphatically a step in the right direction. Aside from this, 
only common school branches have been taught in any district since 
the spring term, and the problem of course is how to do justice by 
these in all cases. 

Truancy exists everywhere more or less. In the necessary 
absence of a truant officer prudential committees are charged with 
the duty of vigilance in this respect, so far as they may be able to 
exercise it, as it is practically beyond the control of the Superin- 
tendent. 

Probably the greatest evils which exist in the management of 
country schools is the lack of due care in the selection of competent 
teachers, too frequent changes in their number and too little active 
interest on the part of committees. The schools where good judg- 
ment in choosing teachers has been primarily exercised and then 
conscientiously adhered to, with a sympathetic and liberal over- 
sight by the committee, are those which are progressive and suc- 
cessful. It is very unlikely that too high a price will be paid to 
such teachers, and it is absolutely certain that an opposite policy is 
“ saving at the spigot and wasting at the bung.” 

I wish to express my acknowledgments to all the teachers for 
their cheerful co-operation in such measures as have been suggested 
by me and for the general fidelity and intelligence with which their 
duties have been performed.
